In addition to these the sys¬ 
tematic exploitation of labor undermine* 
the moral and social nature, aa well aa 
the health of its victlma, and to Ulk 
about the improvement of the race while 
we go on fortifying by law vested rights 
and corporate greed, which stand directly 
serosa the path of progress, evidences a 
degree of heartiesane** and a deviation 
from moral principle* which it waa left 
for gluttonous capitalUm to develop 
among men. ^ 

Nobody any longer believe* in the pan 
ace* for social Ilia that used to be of 
fered. namely, the election of “good 
men *' to office. “Good men” and plenty 
bare been corrupted by the system they 
hare tried, honestly enough no doubt, 
to patch up aod “regulate.” The *J» 
tern make* men what they are. Men 
are what they are because of the thing*, 
idea*, person* and environment by 
which they have been Influenced, and 
they are corrupted because the ayateiu 
can only be maintained by mean* in 
themselves corrupt. Bo long *■ the sys¬ 
tem is here it will find men resdy to 
buy and ready to sell, and the “good 
men” will be forced to sell or give up j 
their Utopian ideas of "controlling” and 
“regulating” public businesses conducted 
for profit by private corporations When 
the grab game of roono'poly *nd trust 
making shall have run its full course 
and collectivism succeeds the corpora 
tion. we *hall. of course, want the ”govd 
men.'' but we shall want “good men” 
pins something rise. That something 
will be a determination and guarantee 
that “Thou shalt not steal” shall b«* 
literally carried out through law* that 
are just by an administration of tbe 
uncooscioas element* of tbe universe for 
tbe benefit of the conscious. This will 
require ooe social co-operative capital In 
place of many sordid competing capi 
tala. It will require the public own 
erahip aud administration of all natnril 
resource* and tbe Indispeoaable utilities 
of product loo and exchange. 

WORK OF A REFORMER. 

Tbe invention* and labor-saving de- 
t ices which have become possible since 
•etam was first applied to the running 
at machinery have Increased the pro- 
durtive power of labor thirty-fold. 

We n«*ed not tell the laborer that he 
ia not thirty times better off than hla 
great-grandfather, even though he ask* 
the question, for be ha* a right to ex 
pect an increase In prosperity equal to 
the increased power of wealth produc¬ 
tion. 

If he ha* been Idle for «ix months, 
he will woeder bow It would have been 
possible for hi* ancestor to be worse off 
But should he be lucky enough “to have 
* job” he will find, on comparing their

Whst are the feature! of the present 

system ? 

A market nearly always glutted with 
goods, iu which it Is easy to buy but 
bare! to sell

forced idlenrsa. 

Periodical panics, bringing bankruptcy 
to the eraidoyer and pauperism to the 
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employe 

Why is not tbe demand for labor ami 
products steady and why are there more 
laborer* than places? 

Is (be surplus of iatx»r In the market 
due to artificial conditions, or are there 
r»*wl!y too many laborers? 

It is the present system of production, 
or. to speaa more clearly, tne restric¬ 
tions of the prevent system that cause 
the evlla lost mentioned. The la 
I Mirer receives in wages unit a 
fraction of hia product. The smallness 
of wages as a quantity keeps the laborer 
poor This is arif-evident. But the nov- 
erty and enforced Idlcm-s* of the whole 
working class are l>ec*ti»e their wages 
are small as a proportion to the whole 
product created. 

This 1* not so clearly seen 
Hnpjtose * journeyman baker makes 
1 (g) loaves rrf bread and the wages he rr 
crlre* therefor will buy only seventy 
htavea. thirty are left. A few of these 
the employer takea for bis own use, and 
tbe remaining ooe* wait for buyers. The 
lournvyman can buy no more because 
his wages are all gone, and the baker 
Im«* tells him he cannot re-eroplov biro 
until the rest of the loaves are sold 
This ia an Illustration of what is go¬ 
ing on in every trade and at all time*. 

Under consumption and not overpro¬ 
duction I*, the proper term for this con¬ 
dition. Not having the means to buy 
the products that are glutting the mar¬ 
ket la what causea the depression and 
helps ns to understand the «*ylng: 
'‘Three seasons o f abundance will ruin 
, a farmer.” The extra products find do 
market. 

1 The working class are poor l*ecaase 
(they have created too much wealth, and 
Jost aa poor as though they were in a 
country where very little I.* produced. 

Nritoer Rabelais nor Cervantes ever 
dreamed of such an absurdity 
The commercial world wants new 
markets, hoping in tbla way to find an 
outlet for surplus goods, but It is not 
ahaotafe surplus.

We would have a perpetual mar* 
ket for all we can possible prod ore if it 
were only equitably distributed.

Given this (xmditioo and overplus of 
goods aud idle workers will be lmpoaai- 
ble. The solution of the question ne¬ 
cessitate* such changes in tne methods 
as will give to labor the full product. 
Not only because ethics require that It 
lie done, but also because economic ne¬ 
cessity demands It. and in the moat im¬ 
perative maimer As long aa a social 
system continues and the tendency la for 
It to be thrown more and more out of 
balance, until the Tery existence of so¬ 
ciety is threatened, all our energies 
should be put forth to show wh **e the 
evil lies and bow tbe equilibrium jo be 
restored. —Miners' Magaxiae. 

Th« Diffusion of Wttlth. 

We are often told, nowadays, that 
Marx's theory of the concentration of 
wealth Is all wrong, that on the coo 
tr *»7 wealth tends to become more wide¬ 
ly diffused every ;nr; that the general 
standard of comfort ia rising and that 
the working cl*a»ef are very much bet¬ 
ter off than ever before. Aa to tha con¬ 
dition of the working classes, it would 
not be difficult to show that even where 
here ia some alight Improvement they are 
relatively worse rather than better off.- 
and that taking all rirro mats nee* Into ac> 
count, there has been no material ad¬ 
vance In the last thirty years. But the 
chief source from which the optimlata 
dmw their satisfaction la the income-tax 
returns. Well, we find that nearly tbree- 
nuarter* of a million people In the United 
Kiagdksn p*/ Income tax—444US0O oq 
“proflta” and SflP.OQl om “salaries.” That 
la to any. taking the population of the 
United Kingdom at 44.0WMXXX or abort i 
ia000,000 admits, oowetAmM? lorn th*d 


.half a million are receiving salaries of 
£150 a year, while more than 
j 17.000,000 receive incomes under tbe tax 
able amount. Moreover, of me 380.661 
who paid the tax on salaries, 142.269. or 
nearly one-third, ocly just came within i 
the reach of tbe tax collector: 00,000 
mure were receiving more than £100 but 
lea* than £200; 86.400 between £200 and 
£300, and 30,849 between £300 and £400. 
iTbua of the 389,661 who pay income tax 
on salaries only 40,048 are receiving ssl- 
I tries of £400 a year s' J upwards. Tak¬ 
ing Into account the i-unnoas Increase of 
wealth, aa well aa Increased productivity: 
teeing the comparatively large Dumber of 
▼cry wealthy people, too, It does not aeem 
that wealth ia becoming so very widely 
diffused after all. There baa, doubtless, 
been a considerable increase in the pro¬ 
fessional and “clerical” or official class, 
but not out of proport loo to the Increase 
of population, and the chief increase in 
these classes would appear to be of th« 
more poorly paid among them and those 
moat nearly approaching to the proleta¬ 
riat It ia significant, too, that ooly 
about x third of a million people pay In¬ 
come tax on profits.

Henry 0. Samuel* Introduced the r aaa lu t i on at the meetiftf, makiny a apeech 
detain Of tbe aitnatlen. He redted tbe fact that Social Democracy ha* been al¬ 
lowed to become a leading factor In the Federated Tradk* council and that this 
la contrary to tbe policy of the Typographical union, aa declared In it* laat 
convention. 

Michael Walsh followed him. 

Mr. Walsh—a man *bo baa been iheriff of Milwaukee cocnfy. and nlan dep¬ 
uty aheriff and member of tbe nanetnbly and who has held many at hoe office* 
of trust and profit—beridea having attended, a number of national conventions 
of tbe Tppogrsphia aa delegate, took, the floor ia support of the rasolotiofc. Me 
denounced tbe socialistic tendencies of the Federated Trades, and declared that- 
tbe printer*' delegate* should b- instructed to oppose Socialism in every form 
upon the floor of that body, and that If it was found thst they will not do It 
they should be withdrawn Immediately. Mr. Walsh declared that he favored 
the passage of tbe resolution and said that be did not think the central labor body 
of the city should be made use of as s esmpaiga Hub by the Social Democratic 
party 

Mr. Walsh also referred pointedly to the action of two of the printers’ dele¬ 
gates in the Federated Trade* and declared that they had misrepresented the 
union which sent them there by lending their support to Socialism. Mr. 
Walah also commented severely upon the Labor day celebration aod scored the 
picnic committee of the Federated Trades for permitting Socialistic mottoes and 
inscriptions in the park while there were ouly three or four small American 
flogs used in the decorations. He said that be was glad (bat the Typographical 
union had had the patriotism to parade with the American flag without nny tags 
attached to It 

Other speeches in the same line were made and when tbe vote was taken a 
resolution was adopted that the secretary of tbe Typographical union be in- j 
structed to notify the Federated Trades council that unle-aa socialistic discus¬ 
sions and socialistic matters are discontinued in tbe tneetinga of that body by 
January 1, the printers' delegate* will be withdrawn at that time. It was also 
decided to instruct the delegate* to the Federated Trade* hereafter to oppose 
every socialistic proposition upon (he floor and to remove them- if they do not do 
this. 

Ail the delegates ogreed to obey the instructions of the union with the ex 
ception of J. E. Kagi. who got up the Labor day souvenir and bad filled it with 
loocialistlc matter. Mr. Kagi decided that he could not act as delegate to the 
Federated Trades any longer under these instruction.* and immediately re¬ 
signed. His fellow delegate. F. E Neumann, was referred to l«y Mr. Walsb in 
his npeech and made to feH uncomfortable for a time, hut when he took tbe 
floor denied that be had ever furthered the interests uf S«H-taiiam or of tbe 
Social Democratic party. He agreed to obey the instructiona of the union amt 
will remain as delegare 

After tbe discussion was ended it was voted to authorize the president to ap¬ 
point a committee of three to visit every union ju the city on their meeting 
nights and inform the unions of the action of the printers. 

II. E. Mcleean. an organiser for the American Federation of Labor, com¬ 
mended the printers on the action they had taken with reference to aooahsm. 

At the conclusion of his remarks Mr. McLean was tendered s vote of thanks, 
only two member* refusing to *ote upon the question. 

.So says the report in the dally papers. 

It is needless for us to state tbe fact that unionism has never been ao well 
M-rved in this city than at the present time Unionism never began to have a 
in Milwaukee until tbe Federated Trades' council became socialistic: that ; 
is. until the majority of the delegates from the trades unions of this city be¬ 
came ardent Socialists. 

And should delegates of bona fide labor organizations not be Socialists? It 
in only natural that they should be. 

Tbe delegates to the Trades’ council are usually chosen from among the most 
intelligent members of their respective unions. Being intelligent, they very soon 
find out that tbe economic weapons of trade organizations—the strike and boy¬ 
cott—have proven themselves to be inadequate for the defense of laboring men, 
and that they surely cannot bring about the emancipation of tb» proletariat from 
wage slavery. 

These delegates see clearly that tbe economic struggle must be supplement¬ 
ed by political warfare; that tbe ballot muat be used by the workingmen ss a 
class, for their own benefit, not for tbe benefit of the capitalist class and their 
politicians. 

These delegates also understand the trend of time, the failure of competition, 
the meaning of production on a large scale, the trusts, tbe new economy and to 
what it leads. 

Understanding all this, the delegates become Socialists. 

But It is just this understanding of the situation that ia not to tbe liking of 
the capitalist class. Neither is it to the liking of the political crooks and fakirs 
who have posed as professional “union men” and have received money and spoils 
and offices from the capitalist class for their treason to the life Interests of the 
work.ng class. 

The average printer reads so much “copy” iu an incoherent and neces¬ 
sarily meaningless manner during hia working hours that he cares little to read 
books and pamphlets in hi* leisure hours, and, therefore, be rarely knows much 
■ bout economic* And only the older mem Iters of the Typographical No. 23 re¬ 
member that Mr. Samuels was always u willing tool of bin employers in the la- 
i»or movement. In 1894. for instance

Of these* in the order of military im¬ 
portance. may be named first the aubma¬ 
rine boat. It U true that the submarine 
vessel had Its inception loa* before 1893* 
a man-of-war having been sank b* 
Charleston harbor daring the Civil war 
bv a Confederate aubmarine boat, but 
the defects up to 1893 were almost so 
radical aa to predede it* general use. 
It ia the work that ha* been done aince 
that thus that haa brought this marvel- 
ooa Invention to an efficiency that may be 
regarded aa complete, even if no further 
progress were to DC made. 

But while the general Idea ia correct 
and the powers of tha aubmarine boat of 
today are fully developed If we consider 
but the question of their power to do* 
atroy the area teat of existing sea arma¬ 
ments, it ia the history of ail Invention 
that every hour of experiment and prac¬ 
tice will bring perfected design and in¬ 
creased excellence. 

The student at the Pan-American who 
views these great exposition* aa stepping 
stones of the world’* progress, will specu¬ 
late with special interact upon these de¬ 
signs for submarine offensive abipa. 

Two year* ago the Cosmopolitan pub¬ 
lished an imaginary aketch or the French 
government, nelpleaa to compete with 
Eugiand in battleship*, undertaking the 
construction of a powerful fleet of aub- 
rnarine boat*. In a war unexpectedly 
declared by the French, their battleship* 
were put forward to attack the English 
channel squadron, while In fact they were 
intended simply to cover the advance of 
a submarine flotilla numbering several 
hundred boats upon which the French 

e ced their reliance. Before the two 
it* of battleship* could come to clow 
quarters, the hidden submarine fleet had 
■ilently passed bevond the covering ves¬ 
sel*. and after rialng for a *eqood to the 
surface, proceeded to the work of attack. 
Bot a few momenta waa then required to 
torpedo and sink the entire English chan¬ 
nel squadron. 

At that time the condition of aubma- 
rine architecture did not Justify the pre¬ 
diction of a boat having the capacity for 
extended #ea travel: but the new type 
of vessel wo* even then #o weil demon¬ 
strated aa to leave no rooia for doubt ia 
rhe unprejudiced mind regarding the 
feasibility of constructing these boat# in 
effective number* and at figures insig¬ 
nificant compared with the coat of 
abipa. Even at that time it waa believed 
that the invention of the aubmarine boat 
had rendered the most costly battleship 
as vulnerable a* the oid-faahloned wood¬ 
en man-of-war wherever the concealed 
Teasel could come within reaching dis¬ 
tance. 

The policy of investing hundred* of 
million* in battleship* incapable of graa‘ 

| speed, vulnerable at ao many point*, has 
been an incomprehensible ooe to the lay 
mind taking cognisance of the problem* 
involved. It was understandable only 
from the belief that the wealthiest and 
moat powerful manufacturing Interest* 
at the country were forcing the hand of 
the navy department. It also seemed 
natural that many officer* of the navy 
stood committed by tradition to the large 
ship, and were unable to contemplate 
without Tlolent prejudice the anbatlru- 
tiou of the dark, cramped, in every way 
inconvenient and at every moment dan¬ 
gerous surrounding! of the submarine 
boat for their handsome and commodious 
present quarter*. Taking the psycho¬ 
logical aspect of this mstter more com¬ 
prehensively in view—the long month* of 
unavailing effort during the Spanish war 
to secure s proper inTpstigatioa of the 
merits of the Holland boat—how at a 
critical period when even one such boat 
’ might hare rendered almost ss great 
service ax the “Monitor" at the begin¬ 
ning of the Civil war. board* of officer^ 
appointed to report on the “Holland" 
seemed to put every obstacle In the way 
of s favorable consideration and during 
a period of nearly a year refused to 
make a single personal tewf under water 
—how finally tbe test was made after 
the most violent and continued criticism 
on the part of the member*: and how. 
even up to the present day. no hearty or 
generous aoknowledipnent of tbe scien¬ 
tific merit* of this submarine invention 
has ever be«*n made on the part of any 
naval board. 

Meantime France. In which no great 
armor, ahipbuibling or gun factory inter¬ 
est* exercise influence over the govern¬ 
ment. ba* considered the que^Jou on *t* 
merits and has brought its beat scientific 
niinda to bear on submarine construc¬ 
tion. The result* are a* might eaally 
have been gneawed. In fact, the practi¬ 
cal demonstration goes far beyond the 
prophecies of even the moat sanguine. 
TTiey are best told by quoting the fol¬ 
lowing cablegram to the New York 
World of July 20: 

'^Battleships to go: Rubmsrines rule. 
Remarkable feat of the ‘Ouotave Zed*' 
upset* calcrriatlona for the French navy. 
Bails from Toulon, elnde* fleet at Ajac¬ 
cio. torpedoes battleship and escapes 
without being seen. 

"Parla, Jnly 20.—After teeing the *nb- 
rnarine boat ‘Gustave Zed*' sail 176 
miles from Toulon to the harbor of 
Ajaccio. Corsica, elude the vigilance of 
the French fleet, torpedo the great bat¬ 
tleship ‘Charles Martel’ aud cross the 
Mediterranean to Marseilles (225 mlleel. 
all this rime unobserved, the French 
minister of marine, M. I>e Lannessu. 
has derided to driay tbe building of sev¬ 
eral monster warships already voted by 
the national eongre#*. 

“All tbe naval experts here are profound¬ 
ly Impressed by the recent progress iu sub¬ 
marine vessel* and navigating. They de¬ 
clare that the huge ship* are doomed.
